That electrical equipment n heme evolved by the Ten­ 
nessee Valley Authority might lie worth another look, 
There is just a chance t hat it could oflYr us the way to one 
of those great industrial boom"1 that et the wheels hum­ 
ming all across the country. 
By making arrangement: to finance con-timer purehaso 
of electrical equipment, and also by eeinp to il that un­ 
limited quantities of cheap electric power are available, 
the government hopes to extend the use of electricity 
in the home to a greater extent than anything previously 
dreamed of. 
.And if the Tennessee Valley experiment 
works, and 
proves contagious, the ground-work would be laid for a 
vast industrial revival. 
So far there is hardly a home in the country that makes 
the maximum potential use of eleetridy. 
There art 
electric refrigerators, electa ■ mangle, electric vacuum 
sweepers, electric heaters, and «» on through a long li t 
but bow many homes are equipped \\ ith all of them? Only 
an insignificant minority. 
Suppose, now, that through cheaper electricity rate 
and cheaper equipment, electrification of th** home really 
gets under way as a national movement; uppo e, for ex 
ample, that some 15 or -0 n 
Inn, hou eholder begin t<> 
spend around $500 apiece or better on electrical equip 
ment. 
You don’t have to meditate very long to ee that 
this would touch oil a busim • 
boon of enormom propm 
tions. 

It 
can be objected, of course, that 4J0 million householders 
might have difficulty in finding *500 upiee* to spend on 
electrical equipment.
